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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 



?lBRCHAiiT8' Exchange, St. Loula, January 0th, 18S5. 



To the Membert of the Merchants' Exchange : 

Geatieraen ; — By reference to the report of yoar Treasarer hereto 
attached, yoa will observe that, after defraying all the expenses of the 
past year, and appropriating tlS.OOO for the redemption of memberships, 
yon have a cash balance on hand of 92,002.S9, and a reserve fand, 
which at Its cost valne amounts lo tl04,3H.38, but which at the present 
market valne of U. S. i per cent. Bonds (I22|> amoants u> 9122,470.66. 
Your Board thinks therefore that it can safely affirm the Association 
to be in a sound and prosperous financial condition. In order to insure 
its continuing so, however, it was unanimonsly decided at a meeting of 
tlie Directory, held December 36th, 1S81, after carefully estimating the 
current expenses for the ensuing year, that the annual assessment to be 
paid by each member for the year 1886, be fixed at twenty dollars, for 
which amount, it was thonght moreover, ttiat the accommodations, 
privileges and benefits derived f^om membership in this Institution 
amply compensate. 

On the Sth of October, your Board submitted to a vote of the mem- 
bers a plan for the redemption of memberships, and iu obedience to an 
affirmative vote thereon, appropriated 916)000 to a Redemption Fund, 
for the purpose of buying certificates of membership at a price not 
exceeding their valne as determined by dividing the cash assets of the 
Exchange as shown by the Treasurer's annual report, preceding the 
presentation of the certificate, by the nnmber of certificates outstanding 
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ai that time, and in accordance with the regnlations goveming the 
transfer of memherghipa, and provided all the dnee on said certificates 
are ftilly paid. On this basis the redemption ralae of memberships 
up to this date has been 9110.67, and at that figure fifty-one certificates 
have been presented for redemption and caucellatiou. In addition to 
this, onr membership has been reduced to the extent of nine by mem- 
bers failing to pay the annaal dnes within the time specified by the 
rules, so that we end the year' with a membership of S,fiOC. After 
redeeming the memberships now ofi'ered for redemption, as will t>e 
done if no valid objection is made within ten days of the date when 
offered, there will remain a balance of $9,360.93 in the Redemption 
Fund. The maximum price at which memberships can be redeemed 
hereafter as determined by the Treasurer's report hereto attached, is 
fll8.£9, less the annual dues for 188C>. When the balance in the 
Redemption Fund Is consumed in this way, another appropriation by 
a vote of the members must be made before said Fund can be replen- 
ished, and if the Redemption Fund is not all expended by December 
31st, 1886, the balance remaining at that date must go into the Reserve 
Fond. This plan for the redemption of certificates is as libera! as 
y onr Board thought the circnmstances justified it in submitting, and 
inasmnch as fifty-one have been ofiered for redemption within three 
months of the adoption of the scheme, or 40 per cent, of the number 
which could be redeemed with the means not in the Reserve Fund, at 
the valuation fixed by the plan, the Board fiatters itself that the result 
has demonstrated the wisdom of its action. 

Yonr Boai-d of the past year has not lost sight of the grand work ot 
the Improvement of the Mississippi River, which its predecessors so 
nobly begun and so vigorously pushed. The Ifational Convention for 
the Improvement of the Mississippi River and its navigable tributaries, 
aeld at Washington, D. C, on 6tta February, 1884, the organization ot 
which was mainly through the instrumentality of this Exchange, was a 
gratifying success, and accomplished good resnlts. The delegation sent 
by this Exchange was large in number and influential in character, ftir- 
nishing in the persons of two of its number, Messrs. E. O. Stanard and 
Ilenry Hitchcock, decidedly the most important positions in the Con- 
vention, viz: Permanent Chairman and Chairman of Committee on 
Resolutions.

The Board has also done all in its power to enconrage trade and 
foster closer relations with Mexico and the States of Central and South 
America. It made repeated and persistent effort to send a special train 
of St. Louis Merchants through to the City of Mexico, on the comple- 
tion of the Mexican Central Railroad, bat could not succeed. It sent a 
good delegation to New Orleans in February to a convention held there 
for the purpose of promoting commerce between the Mieaissippi Valley 
and Mexico, and Central and South America, and our delegation also 
famished the Chairman of that Convention, Mr. F. F. Hilder. 

This Board earnestly endorses the above objects, and heartily recom- 
mends to its snccessors the zealons prosecution of the work so 
anspiciousty begun. 

The Exchange was also well represented at a National Bankrupt Law 
Convention, held in Washington, Jannary 16th, 1884, by Messrs. Jay L. 
Torrey and Geo. L. Wright, and Mr. Torrey was Permanent Chairman 
of that Convention. Yonr Board is now urging our Representatives 
and Senators in Washington to assist in the passage of a National 
Bankrupt Law, as it thinks the necessities of the times rei)uire one. 
In this connection your Board desiies to bear witness to the ready and 
wflliDg service rendered by Senators Cockrell and Vest, and Repre- 
sentatives Clardy, Broadhcad and O'Neil, in response to its calls upon 
them in behalf of the commerce of St. Louis or Ihe Mississippi Valley. 

The Directory has not forgotten and desires that you recall the very 
pleasant reception tendered a St. Louis boy, Lieut W, H. Schuetze, on 
March 6th. The occasion was his safe return hone after a most difficult 
and perilous, but successful search for the remains of the ill-fated Jean- 
uette crew. Two continents had seen fit to do him houor, and the com- 
pliment extended to him by this Exchange was as well deserved as it 
was grateful to him. 

One of the Directors elected at your last annual election, Mr. N. J. 
Goil, resigned in March on account of moving bis residence, and Mr. 
Ellis Wainwright was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Early in the year it was decided to abolish the Board of Weighing 
and Registration, and to add its duties to those of the Board of In- 
spectors; to this plan no material objections have been heard. 

Our lease for these rooms will expire November 1st, 1885, but accord- 
ing to the terms thereof, we bad the privilege of renewing it for

tflD years on Bame tenna, provided we shonld give notice in writing of 
onr desire so to do, prerions to November let, 1884. We gave sach notice 
on Octolwr IStti, 1884, and are therefore located here for ten years more 
at $26,000 per annnm. 

Ttie treaty, recently made with Spain, now before Congress for 
ratifioatlon, and in wliich the trade of this valley and this city is deeply 
interested, was referred to an able, dlversiBed and representative com- 
mittee, and after mature deliberation that committee reported adversely 
to the treaty. Yonr Board adopted the roport and has requested onr 
Congressmen to oppose its ratification. 

The Directors bear willing testlmany to the ftithfiil and efBcient 
services of the Secretary and his Assistants, and the other employes. 
The sad and untimely death of Jno. D.Bell, our Assistant Caller, is too 
fresh in the memories of yon all to require recalling. 

From the advance sheets of the Secretary's Report, we can get some 
Idea of what the business of the past year has been, and how it com- 
pares with previous years. The year 1884 will long be remembered as 
a most trying one on all commercial and financial interests. Your 
Board thinks however, that a careful survey of the situation will con- 
vince you that this Exchange and the commerce transacled here has held 
Its own remarkably well in this "wreck of matter and crash of worlds " 
as it were. There is great room for encouragement, to our minds, and 
with confidence restored, the future will brighten from day to day.

DearSik: 

In acaordance with the rules and in compliance with the nsnal cus- 
tom I submit herewith my Annual Report of the Trade and Commerce 
of St. Louis for the past year. Although the year has been one of 
depression and uncertainty, our city, as will be seen by referenoe to the 
flgarae of receipts and shipments which are given herewith, has not 
suffered to any greater extent than other cities, the volame of trade 
showing a much lees deficiency than might have been expected, consid- 
ering the anusnaliy dull state of trade, especially during the last half of 
the year. In Flour and Grain the amount handled was about a 
million bushels greater than in 1883. The amount of Flour manufac- 
tured is somewhat in excess of the previous year, while the amount 
handled by our mills and dealers shows an increase of nearly half 
a million barrels. 

The business in Provisions was less than for 1883, but about the 
same as for previous year, while there was a considerable increase in 
receipts of both Cattle and Hogs. The movement of grain via the 
Jetties was less la volume than had been expected, but near the close 
of the year there was a large demand for grain for export, which prom- 
ises to continue into the coming year.

TRANSPORTATION. 

RAILBOADS. 



The transportation lutereBts of oar city bave, in common with other 
branches of businesB, HnfTered from the depresBion ol' the rear. Al- 
though the orops of 1884 were large and above the average, they moved 
slowly, even at low rates of freight. The aggregate of tonnage re- 
ceived by rail shows a decrease of 499,936 tons. The decrease, how- 
ever, was from the lines rnnnlng west and south, which fell off 565,009 
tons, while the receipts from the East increased 171,601 tons, of which 
66,49fi tons was of coal fiom Illinois. The receipts from Northern 
roads Increased slightly, being 8,597 tons greater than in 1883. 

From this It will be seen that the falling off in the receipts was from 
the Great West, fi-om whence comes the sui-plas products of the soil, 
while in the lines of merchandise and manufactured goods from the 
East and North, there was no falling ofT. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that it is difficult to trace the 
movements of trade in reference to sources of snpply. Freiithts move 
in so many different channels to the same point that the origin of move- 
ment is not always indicated by the route by which it reaches its 
destination. Thus, sugar was received from San Francisco by roads 
whose direction were north, west and south, all of which have Areight 
-connections with the Pacific coast. In the same way, freight destined 
for Europe and the Northern Atlantic cities was shipped by roads 
whose general direction was north, east and south. The shipments 
«aBtward, however, were mainly by the five pooled tines, by which the 
total shipments were 1,449,737 tons. Of this amount 679,947 tons went 
to and east of the western termini of the trunk lines, 631,204 tons 
being dead freight and 148,748 tons live stock, the balance being dis- 
tributed locally on the lines of these roads. Of the amount thus 
forwarded, 3SG,00S tons, or 23-^- per cent, went to tide-water, New York 
receiving 129,378 tons. A detailed statement of the movement of 
freight eastward will be found on page 34. 

During the ;ear but little was done in the extension of existing 
lilies or the bailding of new ones. A new line was, however, virtually 
Added to the roads centering in St. Louis, by the completion of the St. 
Louis, Hannibal and Keokuk Railroad to a junction with the west branch 
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of the Wabaeb, St. Loots and Paciflc, over which line it reaches oar city. 
Another line to the West was projected near the close of the year, 
namely, the St. Louis, Kansas City and Colorado Railroad. This line, in 
December, received a charier Trom the State of Kansas, and obtained 
possession of the right of way in Missouri of the Forest Park and Cen- 
tral Railroad Company. The proposed line runs along the southern 
«dge of Kansas from the extreme south trea tern corner of the State, 
tnrning north to Paola, and traversing some of the hest counties in the 
State. The route through Hiasouri has not been selected. The num- 
ber of mites of railroad in operation in the State of Missouri, ae re- 
ported by the Railroad Commissioners at the beginning of the year, 
was 4,615. 

The business on the rivers shows a decline of 108,875 tons in the 
Amount received. The receipts fi-om the Upper Mississippi and the 
Illinois Rivers were slightly in excess of the previous year, while from 
the Lower Mississippi and the Missouri aiid the Ohio there was a de- 
cline. In shipments, there was a decrease by all routes, the greatest 
being in the lower river trade, which fell from 535,330 tons in '83 to 
4S9,250 tons in ISS-t. This lo)<s was, to a considerable extent, in the 
through movement of corn to Europe, which was nearly Ave million 
bushels less than during the previous year. At the close of the year 
the foreign movement of corji had assumed large proportions, and the 
coming year will, no doubt, show a large increase.

FOREIGN TRADE. 



The direct export trade of the year 1884 makes an unfavorable show- 
ing, aa compared with the previous year, but nevertheless was 
coneiderable, aud is still an Important item of the business of St. Louis. 

The movement of grain southward for export shows a decrease of 
4,609,615 bushels, principally of cora, the exports of wlieat being nearly 
equal to the preceding year, and of rye an increase of 139.4&4 bushels. 
The decrease iu the exports of corn was, however, no greater than that 
fi-om Atlantic ports, the total amoant exported fWim the United States 
being bnt 32,885,212 bushels, against 61,274,915 bushels in 1883.

At the close of the year the demand wau large for corn for export, 
and during the month of January, 1885, nearly one million bushels was 
forwarded via rail to Gain), Illinois, and Belmont, Missouri, and thence 
by barges, and this amoaat would have been doubled had the i-iver re- 
mained open to St. Lonis. 

The movement in wheat was considerable, but does not assume the 
proportions of the corn movement, for the reason that the local demand 
from city mills and for mills adjacent to St. Lou's for the SQperior 
wheat marketed here is always largo, and the exporter cannot always 
compete with this demand. The movement, however, commenced im- 
mediately after harvest, and continued until near the close of Septem* 
ber. The liigh standard of St. Louis wheat will always command the 
attention of foreign buyers, when there is a possible margin of profit. 

The movement in rye was large, 344,864 bushels being shipped, 
against 205,430 bushels in 1833. 

The movement eastward by rail via Atlantic cities was limited, there 
being a large decrease in cotton amii^Mmtfhat an increase in com, a 
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large porUoQ of which went via Boston, which will Bccoont for the 
large exports from that. city. 

The exports of Flour were slightly in excess of the preceding year, 
reaching the eqniyalent of Mfi,499 barrels, distribated as follows:

The cotton trade of St. Louis for the yeu 1889-4 was not aatlsfao 
tory, the gross receipts Btiowiog a decrease of some 85 per cent, ft'om 
the preceding year, wlille the net receipts, being the amount liandled 
by our factors, shows a falling off of about 27 per cent. Among the 
causes producing tlila result was the short crops in Arkansas and Texas, 
which were 430,000 bales less than the preceding year, and the fact ttutt 
Eastern spinners sent their agents into the cotton States to poi-chase 
their supplies direct, instead of buying in the cotton centers, as hereto- 
fore. 

St. Louis, however, did not suffer more in proportion than other 
points, SB receipts at all prominent cotton centers show a decline. So 
there is no reason to feel that St. Louis is losing her position as a lai-ge 
interior cotton marliiet. 

Tlie St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Bailroad still continues to 
be the chief source of receipts, 200,197 bales having been received over 
that road. The Texas and St. Louis Railroad, via Cairo Short Line, 
brought 37,069 bales, against 1S,684 bales in the preyioos year, and the 
San Francisco 83,169, as against 10,486 bates. The receipts by the 
Missouri Pacific, ehlefiy ^m Texas, fbii il-om 86,804 bales In '82-83 
to 33,154 bales. As usual, Arkansas contributed the larger por- 
tion of the receipts, 172,217 bales I>eing received trom that State and 
96,109 tram Texas. 

Of the shipments, 132,197 bales went direct to Europe via Atlantic 
sea Ixiard, 157,938 bales to Eastern mills and 6,576 bales to Canada. 

Prices ranged lower than for the previous year, middling ranging 
l^om 9| in September to 10| in August, the highest quotation being 11( 
in April. 

Our facititiea for baadling cotton remain unequaied. The St. Louis 
Cotton Compress and the Peper Cotton Press have together storage 
capacity for 238,000 bales, and capacity for compressing 7,500 bales per 
day.

St. Louie still holds the position of the greate^-t flour dJEtributiDg 
market of the «ouDtry, and ia second only to Minneapolis- in the amount 
auoually manufactared. The busineea of the past year, while not as 
remunerative as it might have been, was large, aud the amount handled 
greater than ever before, with the exception of the year 1882. The 
amount manufactured was 1,960,737 barrels by fifteen mills, four mills 
having been idle during the entire year. Several of the mills have in- 
creased their capacity during the year, notably the Anchor, Eagle 
Steam, Kehlor, and Plant's Roller A. So that while the numher of mills 
has decreased, the capacity of those uo^ iu exiBt«nce is greater than 
that of the twenty-two mills running in 1683. Tbe amount manufec- 
tured by mills adjacent to the city, and owned and operated by St. 
Louis parties, membei-s of the Exchange, shows an inci-ease, and Ihe 
amount sold by our dealers here, but shipped direct from country 
points, was largely iu excess of any previous year. The export move- 
ment, which has grown to large pi-oportions in the past few years, was 
greater than in 1883, the equivalent of 545,493 barrels having been ship- 
ped for export, of which 233,116 barrels went to England; 156,865 
barrels to Scotland; 64,696 barrels to Ireland, aud 77,903 barrels to 
Belgium. The movement eastward by rail was 392,700 barrels, against 
587,818 barrels iu the previous year, while the movement southward 
increased from 1,634,326 barrels iu '63 to 2,037,919 in 1884. The 
receipts were nearly equal to the previous year, there being a slight 
decrease iu the amount received from Southeastern points, which, how- 
ever, is to be attributed to the fact that the product, although sold in 
this market, was shipped direct from the mills to the consumers. 

While the volume of business transacted iu this important branch of 
our commerce was up to the average, the constant decline iu values 
made the business of the year unsatisractoiy. The revival in all 
branches of trade, which is confidently looked for in the coming year, 
will find our manufacturers and dealer in good condition and ready 
for the increased demand which will surely follow, for the superior 
fiour manufactured and sold in this market.

The Grain trade of St. Louie for tlie year 1884 makes a very favorable 
ehowiug. The total receipts, including Flour reduced to wheat, being 
£2,776,832 bushels as agalnat 51,983,494 buahels the previous year. The 
receipts of Grain (excluding Flour) for the past three years compare as 
fallows :

The receipta of Grain pasaing through St Louis to other markets are 
included in the atatement given, for the reason that the Grain eo for- 
warded waa owned or controlled by St. Louis parties, and waa shipped 
on tlirough bills lading to aave expense in fi«lght and transfer. The 
amount so shipped waa inaigniflcant as compared with the total receipts, 
being but 309 care wheat, 2649 cai-s corn and 2S7 cai-s oats. The bulk 
of receipts came from the weet as usual, the Slates east of the Uissi^ 
sippi river contributiug only a email proportion. 

To show the position occupied by St. Louis aa a primary market for 
the Grain of the valley, the following table of Gross Beceipta at various 
cities is given:

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WHEAT. 

Tbe Wheat crop of the United States Tor 1684 was the largest ever 
harvested, amounting to 512,763,900 bashels. In the States tribatary to 
this market, which yield tlie finest quality of wheat grown in the world, 
the total production was gi-eater than in 1883, bnt iu some of the States, 
notably in lUinoiB and Kentucky, less than 1882. In Missouri the yield 
was 27,600,000 bushels against 23,819,300 bushels in 1883, and 27,538,600 
busheles in 1882, while the acreage of tbe past two years was about 
equal. In Kansas tbe acreage sown was greater as also the production, 
and in Nebraska the acreage and yield were very nearly the same as in 
1882. The winter wheat yield of the States from which supplies are 
mostly received, were as follows for the past four years:

The receipts of tbe year were 16,868.809 bushels, of which about 
15,500,000 was of the crop of 1884 and was of excellent quality. 

Of the receipts of winter Wheat from July Ist to Uie close of the 
year, amounting iu all to 16,293 cars — 5,679 cai's inspected No. 2, and 
5,638 car« No. 3. 

The shipmente of the year were 7,177,982 bushels, of which 70,486 
bashels went to Europe direct via Atlantic cities, and 1,318,688 bushels 
were exported via New Orleans. Shipments eastward by rail were 
5,512,706 bashels, the bulk of which went to eastern seaboard cities. 
Tbe amount consumed by city mills was 8,497,461 barrels, producing 
1,960,737 barrels Floiir. 

No. 2 Wheat opened at tl-01 (Si 91.021 In January aud gi-adaally ad- 
vanced until the first week in May when $1.18 was reached. With the 
near approach of harvest values declined, and tbe first receipts of the 
new crop brought about 91.00 per bushel. Witli increased receipts values 
continued to decline, and the lowest price of tbe year, 7S1 cents tor No. 
8, was reached in November, the lowest price at which this grade of 
wheat has sold in tliis market since 1662. There was a slight improve- 
ment later, and at Uie close of December 6(H cents was the raling price. 
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CORN. 

The Com crop of 1883 waa above the average in quaDtity, bat waa 
badly damaged by early lh)Bt8. The amoant of merchantable Com 
enitable for Bhipment which reached the Grain centers wae, therefore, 
leM than osoal; the receipts at nearly all the cities during 1884 showing 
a large decrease ftota prerioas years. St. Louis, however, received 
aboQt her aeual qnota, the receipts being 19,607,825 bashels against 
20,001,450 in 1683. 

The crop of 1884 was 1,795,528,482 bushels ; the largest ever grown 
in quantity, though not the largest in yield per acre, and is of excellent 
quality.

The receipts of the crop of '84 during 1886 will doubtless be largely 
in excess of any previous year, and with the large demand fbr export 
via the water route, St. Louis will doubtless command a larger percent- 
age of the crop than ever before. 

The shipments of the year were 16,639,269 bushels, of which 
1,778,809 bushels went direct to Europe via the Atlantic seaboard, and 
4,496,786 bushels was exported via N'ew Orleans. Shipments Eastward 
to local points and to the seaboard for a market were 7,862,699 bushels, 
and 1,760,757 went South for consumption. The city tnills took 2,984,- 
304 bushels for manulacture into Meal and Hominy, and the city con- 
samption was 800,340 bushels for feed ; a less amount than usual on 
-account of the low prices of oats. Prices of No. 2 Com opened in 
January at 48 fa) 49o. per bushel, reaching 52ic. in June, and 68c. in 
September. With favorable reports of the New Crop and increased re- 
■ceipts, prices declined in November and December, closing at 32 tS) S9o. 

OATS. 

The crop of Oata of 1884, like that of Wheat and Corn, is the lai^st 
ever grown In the United States. The estimated product is 583,628,000 
hu^els against 571,302,400 bashels in 1863. The receipts at this point

reached 7,086,961 bostaelB, a considerable increue over the previoas 
year. Of the receipta 8,S92,296 bnsbela came from the west and 2,031,- 
84fi bnehelB from the north. Of the shipments the balk vent to the 
Sonth, and 4,043,668 bcuhels, more than 50 per cent, of the receipts, were 
taken for home consmnptioo.

The receipts of the year wore 685,218 bushels against 582,270 bushels 
in 1883. There was a good demand for export, 344,864 bushels being^ 
shipped to Europe via New Orleans, and 290,691 bashels eastward. 

BARLEY. 

The receipts of the year reached 2,625,641 bushels, nearly all of which 
was taken by brewers and malsters hei-e, for manufacture into beer. 
St. Lonis sUU continues to be one of the leading cities of the country la 
the manufacture and sale of beer, its brands being well and favorably 
known not only in the United States but in nearly every country on the 
globe. The amount manufactured in 1884 and preceding years was as 
follows :

FARM PRICES OP CORN AND WHEAT FROM THE REPORT 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The lowest State average price for Corn in returns of fifteen years 
was 16 cents in Nebraska and Iowa in 1878. It has not been lower than 
at the present time, in any other year, in either of the States. The 
average for Missoari in 1879 was 2S cents, 1 cent more than the present 
valne. In 1S78 the Kansas average was 19, 3 cents lower than In 1884, 

Wheat is lowest this year in Nebraska, 4S cents, which is the lowest 
average recorded in these reports. It was 49 cents in 1878. In the 
same year the Iowa average was 60 cents; that of Kansas 69, and of 
Missoari 67. These ore the next lowest figures reported. 

The following is a comparison of prices for fifteen years in these 
States: 
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The average form value of the Corn crop of 1884, in December, was 
36 j cents per bashel, and of Wheat 65 cents per bnsbel, against 91 cents 
in December, 1883.

PROVISIONS. 



The trade in provisioni for the year 1881 was fair^ although the 
amotint of the prodoct handled waa less than during the previoas year. 
It does not follow, however, that the trade of oar city in this important 
branch of commerce Ib declining. St. Loois probably diatribntoa a 
greater amonnt of the product in proportion to the number of hogs 
packed tlian any other city except Chicago. Oar dealers Btill handle a 
large proportion of the product made at country points, although to a 
less extent than formerly, for the reason that the increase of shipping 
focilitiea in the West and Sonthwest has opened np a direct trade be- 
tween these points and the South, and although often times this product 
is oontrolled by our merchants, it goes direct to the consumer, and 
therefore does not show in the receipts and shipments here. The win- 
tar packing for the season of '8S and '8i was 389,222 hogs against 
387,00i Um previous season, placing St. Louis third In the list of prin- 
cipal packing points. The business of the year, as shown by the ship- 
ment of prodnct, was 193,875,479 lbs., inclndlng barreled pork, hams, 
meats and lard, of wtilch 160,776,601 lbs. went to the South and 
28,489,666 eastward. 

The Bummer packing of 1884 was 380,000 hogs. 

The buBinees of the year was on the whole satisftwtory, although 
much of the profits realized the first half of the year were lost In the 
rajdd declines in values which occurred during the summer. Mess pork 
which opened in January at 14.26 to 14.76 per barrel, rose to 918.00 in 
Uwch, declining to 916.00 about July Ist, and meats and lard suffered 
the same decline in valnes. 

The results of the packing of the season of '84 and '86 promise 
favorably, and the number of hogs that will be packed will probably 
exceed the past season by 76,000 to 100,000 head.

LIVE STOCK. 



One of the most gratifying exhibits of the past yeai-'s bneineM is the 
increftse in the Live Stock trade. Id both Cattle and Hogs the bneiness 
was in eacesB of Che previous year, while the receipts of Sheep, and 
Horses and Mnles was but slightly less. St. Lapis holds a prominent 
position in the trade, and has superior Cacilities for the economical 
handling of stock at the ^National and Union Stock Yards, as will he 
seen by tlie exhibit of shipments given herewith. The bayers at the 
Yards represent nearly every State east of the Mississippi river, reach- 
ing north to Michigan and Canada. The Cattle trade for the year to 
come promises large results. The trade in the past fyw years has been 
handicapped on account of the absence of the Dressed-beef interest, 
which, in these days, is a large factor in the trade. 

A corporation has been farmed for the piirpose of condncUng a 
Dressed beef business at the National Stock Yai-ds, and the lai^e and 
commodious establishment formerly occupied by the Beef Canning Coi 
has been pni-chased, and active operations will be commenced about the 
Ist of March, 188fi. 

This will, doubtless, draw to this market a mnch larger proportjon 
of the Cattle ti-ade of the West, and also add to the industries of the city. 

The receipts for the past three years were respectively, 450,717 head, 
405,090 head, and 443,169 bead, while the shipments show a correspond- 
ing increase. 

In bogs the receipts were 1,174,475 head against 1,151,785 in 1883. 
The number packed daring the winter season of '83 and '81 was 
382,332 head, an increase of 55,218 head over previous season, while the 
packing for the twelve months ending March, 1884, was 607,132 bogs 
against 582,180 for the preceding year. 

The shipments reached 678,874 head, of whioh 330,466 went to the 
Kew York mai^et. As will be seen in the table of shipments, several 
of the larger packing points were purchasers in this market, Indian- 
apolis alone taking 93,109 head. 
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The receipts of sheep were 380,822 head igaimt 398,618 the previous 
year. Shipments were 248,515 head, of which nearly one-half went to 
Pennsylvania. 

St. Lonis still contiaoee to be the leading Horse and Mnle market in 
the United States. The atatietica of the ti-ade can not be given ac- 
cnrat«ly, from the fact that no record can be obtained of the uamber 
driven in and sold at the Sale Stables, withont passing through the 
Stock Yards. The number reported as received by river and rail was 
41,870 head, and the number shipped 39,544 head, a large proportion 
going to the Southern States.

LEAF TOBACCO. 

I Uewre. C. & It. Dormilzer & Co , in Ibelr annual circular, give the 
following review of the Leaf Tobacco market: 

" On the first of Janaary, 1884, tbe stock of hogshead Tobacco at home and 
abroad ahotred a material decrease against the stock held on the Brat of Janoary, 
188S, notwithstanding the very large crop which had been raised in 1382. At the 
same time the crop of Tohacco raised in the Western States in 1863 had been 
considerably smaller than the preceding one. The prospects, therefore, for an 
active hnsinesa and firm prices during the season of '81 were looked npon as TSry 
promising, and re-handlera in the country were quite anxious to secnre the crop 
as early as possible, at Teiy full prices. 

" The market opened with a very brisk demand for heary dark Tobacco, for 
bright Smokers, and low and medlom grades of Barley, while fine and fancy 
Buriey Leaf did not meet with the ready sale which had been anticipated in 
yiew of the limited stock on hand. Still, holders were very Srra in their views, 
and quotations remained nnchonged, though sales of this grade were compara- 
tively light. Daring the first four months of the year buBinesB remained in 
about the same position. Prices for old Tobacco continued firm, new lugs sold 
readily at (T.00@$T.CO for common to medium ; old style dark Leaf from $T.60@ 
110.60; common red Buriey Leaf at |10.00@f 11.00 ; medium to good Barley 
Leaf at tI2.00@lS.OO, and fine to choice Buriey Leaf was held at tie.00@$20.00. 

" The financial crisis which since the middle of May, affected more or less 
every branch of business in the United States, was seriously felt also in the 
Tobacco trade and the manufacturing grades of Tobacco in particular snfifbred 
ttom the stagnation ot business and the consequent depreciation of velaes. 
Ihiring the following months the finest Barley Leaf showed a heavier decline of 
prices than any other grade, &om 4c@ec., prices fbr common and medium to 
good Barley Leaf declined from 2c@3c., while Lugs, which were in light sapply. 
kept ap pretty well and remained in ialr demand at $6 H)®tT.00 for common to 
medinm. Heavy old style Tobacco did not show these heavy flnctaations of 
values, and English dry Leaf in particular conlianed in very good demand, and 
commanded full prices during the whole year. 

" Notwithstanding the unsatis&ctory state of business during the largest 
port of the year 1884, the stock of old Tobacco carried over into the new year is 
very light everywhere, and probably not over tiOO hogsheads are now held on our ' 
market which are actually for sale. 

" The crop of Tobacco raised in Missouri in 1881 is the largest which has 
been produced for a nimiber of years ; we estimate it at from eighteen to twenty 
million pounds; less than one-third thereof ia old style, and b; tai the largest 
proportion consists of Barley Tobacco. The crop of Buriey is very well adapted 
to the present demand ; while it contains but a small proportion of bright fancy 
Leaf, the bulk of it ctmsists of good substantial red Leaf of fine fibre and good 
quality. It has been well matured and thoroughly ripe befbre it was cut, and 
will be a most desirable crop fbr manufacturing purposes. The old style 
Tobacco has got more body than last year's, but not quite as much color and 
will be soltable for the English markets. The proportion of Lugs will be heavier 
than it had been last year, and will exceed one-Iburtb of the crop."

GROCERIES. 



Dariog the depressed busiuees of the year tbe wholesale Orooery 
trade has held ap remarkably we]l. Thevolnme haa doabtlesB been 
fn]ly equal to that of 188S, and in aome articles there has been a notable 
increase. In Sofrars the receipts equaled 118,484,320 ponnda against 
116,911,360 pounds the previous jear. Included in the receipts was 
190,990 bags, of which 165,947 bags was Sandwich Island Sugar 
receired by rail from 8an Francisco. Considering the fact that the 
Belcher refinery was not In operation during later months of the year 
the shlpmeDta of Sngar are Tery satisfactory. In Molasses the volame 
<if trade was somewhat less, while in coffee the receipts Increased from 
30fi,678 bags in 1883 to 370,229 bags In 1884. The amount of Tea 
handled was some twenty per cent, greater than the previous year. It 
is unquestionably the fact that in the South and Southwest the whole- 
sale Grocery huslness of St. Louis is making steady progress, while in 
other directions there is no reason to think there has been any loss. 
The profits of the year have probably not been all that could be 
desired owing to steadily declining markets. About tlie bef^nnlng of 
188ft a marked change was apparent and the tendency now seems towards 
higher prices. 
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Although St. Loais is only a distribDUag point for Woola, ther& 
beiDg bat fbw Woolen U&nnfaotorieB in Uieaouri and adjacent States, 
Btlll our market has become qalte prominent and exerts a considerable 
influence In the values of this staple. The receipts for the year as re- 
ported by the various railroads and steamboats were 12,991,806 ponnda, 
while the shipments were 17,663,868 pounds. The disorepancy between 
the receipts and shipments can be accounted for only in that the former 
were not correctly reported to the Exchange. On January 1st, the 
stock on hand was very light, While the stock at the close was large. 
Dealers are of tbe opinion that the amount handled daring the year was 
equal to that of 1883, and it is therefore evident that the actnal receipts 
were several million pounds greater than the figures show. 

The year 1864 was a most unsatisfactory one to all dealers and manu- 
facturers of woolens. The depression began with the dbcussion, in the- 
early part of the year, of the proposed tariff reduction, and dealera had 
extraordinary dtffloulties to contend against during the entire year. 
Our local dealers were forced to adopt a very conservative course, and 
were less ajpressivee than is characteristic of them, in their endeavors ta 
bring wool to this market, and much that wonld ordinarily have found 
purchasers in St. Louis went to the Eastern cities as consignments. 

The close of the year is marked with a combined effort on the part of 
receivers and dealers, which will doubtless result in largely increasing 
the business of the flitare in this importast staple.

The receipts of Turpentiue, according to the reports furnished to 
the Exchange by the railroads were 9,846 barreh. Doubtless these 
figures do not correctly represent the amount received by our dealers. 
It is difficult to obtain correct reports of receipts, owing to the feet that 
it is brought here almost entirely in tanks of various sizes, coiilaining 
fh>m 16 to 120 barrels each, which renders it difficult to estimatfi the 
amount accurately in barrels. Those best informed in the trade put 
the receipts of the year at 12.000 to 18,000 barrels. The price of Tur 
pentine has been unnsuatly low dnriiig the past season, with very little 
fluctuation, the range for the year being from S9 to 33 cents per gallon. 
St. Loaie still supplies almost entirely the territory on and west of the 
Mississippi River. 

The trade in Rosins has suffered with other goods, and i-eceipts show 
a considerable falling off firom last season. Prices have ruled feirly 
steady until late in the year, when a sharp advance occurred on account 
of the extreme scarcity of the finer grades.
